50 per­ 
sons attended the annual meet­ 
ing. 
Speaking 
on “ Services 
to 
Children,” Judge Craig traced 
the 
development 
of the ju­ 
venile court system in 
our 
country and reviewed changes 
in the 
court’s philosophy to­ 
ward helping young people in 
trouble. 
“ Each 
generation has 
had 
their problem 
children,” 
he 
said. “ Even the Bible speaks 
of juvenile delinquency. Last 
year 1,304,000 children In the 
United 
States 
went to ju­ 
venile court In 
one 
capacity 
or another, ranging from de­ 
linquency 
to traffic 
viola­ 
tions. 
Of these, 160,000 were 
Involved in 
neglect 
cases. 
“ Children used to be treated 
In court as adults. They were 
tried and prosecuted as adults, 
and If 
convicted, they 
were 
placed In prison 
with 
adult 


criminals.” 
We have since learned that 
we don’t solve our problems 
by keeping our 
children 
in 
jail. 
It’s 
much easier 
to 
help or change children when 
they are young, than when they 
are older and more matured, 
and have 
committed 
them­ 
selves to a life of delinquency. 
Over the years court treat­ 
ment of children has changed. 
Juveniles are now treated un- 
ler special laws 
and 
court 
procedures. 
The first juvenile court was 
set up in 1899, establishing sep­ 
arate hearings for 
children. 
Today, our sessions are held 
in private and the records are 
kept confidential. The parents 
of the delinquents are expected 
to attend the hearings, as are 
the juvenile court staff, the 
child welfare worker and the 
school counselors. 
“ The problems of youth In our 
community are the same as in 
other communities. Each child 
is different and about 
30 In­ 
dividual cases are heard each 
time the juvenile court meets, 
which is one Saturday a month. 
“ We hold juvenile court on 
Saturdays so that the child does 
not have to miss school. Few 


counties in the state have this 
practice,” he added. 
Judge 
Craig said that con­ 
trary to some 
popular opin­ 
ion, law and social work were 
seeking the same goals: 
jus­ 
tice, welfare and help for the 
Individual. 
Judge 
Craig pointed out the 
need for foster family homes 
as well as shelter homes. Fos­ 
ter family homes are used for 
children who can not be cared 
for In their own home because 
of parental neglect, abuse or 
abandonment. 
Shelter homes 
would lie used for children re­ 
turning from institutions such 
as the state training schools in

and

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
THE DRUG CONTROVERSY 
The Senate Monopoly subcommittee, headed by 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson (D Wis.), begins hearings 
on drug prices on Monday (May 15). 
Headlines rather than legislation is the outlook 
for new Senate hearings on drug prices. The 
principal effect of the Kefauver hearings of 
1959-62 was to reinforce industry opposition 
to price and labeling controls. 
Drug industry 
interests seem to remain confident that they 
will emerge relatively unscathed from the en­ 
counter coming up on Capitol Hill. 
The mid-May investigation will be headed by 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson (D Wis.), successor as 
chairman of the Senate Monopoly subcommittee 
to Sen. Russell Long (D La.) 
Nelson will be 
relying heavily for his material on 
alleged 
drug pricing abuses on a newly-published Hand­ 
book of Prescription Drugs, by Dr. 
Richard 
Burack of the Harvard Medical School faculty. 
It already has become a cliche that the Burack 
book will have the same popular impact that 
Ralph Nader’s Unsafe at Any Speed had on auto­ 
mobile safety. 
In the preface to the book, Dr. 
George Nichols, Jr., Clinical Professor 
of 
Medicine at Harvard, acclaims it as providing 
the practicing physician “with a much-needed 
guide for simpler and more effective therapy.” 
Dr. Burack writes: 
“ For example, CIBA, 
the enormous Switzerland-based company, of­ 
fered to sell to the United States government 
for about 60£ a quantity and quality of reser- 
pine (a drug to lower blood pressure) for which 
the corner pharmacist buys and dispenes it as 
Serpasil.” CIBA actually didn’t win the govern­ 
ment contract. 
It was underbid by 
another 
company willing to sell the same batch for 510. 
All drugs have a generic, or official name, 
but usually pharmaceutical manufacturers sell 
by an unofficial or brand name. 
The New 
Republic observes: “ The drug companies spend 
$600 million a year in advertising, to din brand- 
names into the heads of patients and doctors. 
As a result, 90 per cent of all prescriptions 
are written for brand-names, which sometimes 
are easier to pronounce, spell and remember, 
but often are expensive.” 
Dr. Burack’s handbook abounds in examples. 
Penicillin G, the basic drug, was introduced 
on a wide scale in 1942. It is unpatented. Squibb 
offers 
Penicillin G 
under the brand-name 
“ Petids” and charges $6.62 for 100 tablets. 
A* lefeser-ikncfcvii dompany ~wili sell the 
same 
quantity of Penicillin G for 92£. 
The big drug companies say these small com­ 
panies are “ copiers” rather than developers. 
They stress the cost of the research in which 
they are constantly engaged - 2,000 experi­ 
ments may produce only one marketable drug. 
They also place heavy emphasis on “ quality 
control.” 
C. Joseph Stetler, president and 
general 
counsel of the Pharmaceutical Manufacturers 
Association, on March 27 told his members 
that a comprehensive study now under way 
by the Department of Health, Education 
and 
Welfare on the use of prescription drugs under 
Medicare “ could bring home to the public and 
members of Congress the realization that quality 
in drug products is a vital ingredient; that there 
are significant differences in products made 
by different manufacturers; that the best ulti­ 
mate gauge of the purity and effectiveness of 
a given product is the proven ability of 
a 
known manufacturer and the reputation for high 
quality products he has acquired...over 
the 
years.”

With the passage of federal traffic safety 
legislation, the field of traffic engineering now 
offers unparalleled career opportunities to those 
who can qualify.

new safety legislation, Brown said, au­ 
thorizes a grant fellowship program, federally 
financed, that should provide up to 500 fellow­ 
ships in graduate highway transportation engi­ 
neering in the next three years. 
Today, he 
maintains, there are only 34 graduate fellow­ 
ships offered to deserving young engineers by 
government and industry, but graduate schools 
have room for 80 to 100 more students to take 
existing courses. 
“ If the states and communities implement 
this federal program, we should be able to 
train more engineers, and to expand available 
courses in traffic engineering at more colleges 
and universities, so that those empty design 
chairs can be filled with life-saving design 
talent,” he asserts. 
The chance to study - to save lives on our 
highways - is 
now 
a 
challenging reality. 
“ Driver’s Seat” hopes the challenge is ac­ 
cepted.

Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON - Members of 
the Soviet Embassy staff, seized 
with a sudden enthusiasm for 
fishing, would like to try their 
luck in capitalist stream s. The 
question now awaiting Soviet- 
American 
agreement 
is 
whether they will go after salt­ 
water fish or fresh • water fish 
and how much it will cost. 
Diplomatic 
negotiations 
on 
this problem began after 
the 
Russians purchased an old ho­ 
tel on a tributary flowing into 
the Chesapeake Bay which they 
are patching 
up for use as a 
recreation center. 
The tributary is better known 
for its stinging nettles 
than 
for its fish, but the Russians 
are determined to go fishing 
anyway. 
Anxious to obey the law, they 
applied to the Maryland authori­ 
ties for fishing licenses 
and 
were informed that no licenses 
are required 
for salt • water 
fishing. 
Not wanting to be confined 
to their 
nettle- infested tribu­ 
tary, the Russians also asked 
about 
fresh- water fishing, 
which requires a 
license of 
$1 for a Marylander, $10 for 
anyone out of state. Asked how 
many licenses 
it would need, 
the Soviety Embassy sent a list 
of eighty • five names. 
This involved $850 in state 
revenue, and the Department of 
Game and Inland Fish, typical­ 
ly bureaucratic, referred 
the 
problem to Maryland’s aggres­ 
sive 
new Attorney General, 
Bill Burch. He consulted the 
statutes, but could find no legal 
ground for providing 
Russian 
diplomats 
with free fishing 
licenses. 
Mindful of LBJ’s policy 
of 
building bridges with the East, 
Burch suggested a diplomatic 
solution. The law allows 
20 
free fishing licenses 
for the 
President of the United States,

THE PUZZLEMENT OF 
FREEDOM 
THAT WAS a fine rhubarb that 
closed Catholic University 
in 
Washington a couple of weeks 
ago, 
following a m ass walk­ 
out by students, priests, 
nuns 
and faculty over the dism issal 
of a 33-year-old assistant pro­ 
fessor of moral theology, Fath­ 
e r Charles E. Curran. 
After 
six tumultuous 
days he 
was 
reinstated. 
Father Curran got the heave- 
ho at a Chicago meeting of the 
cardinals and bishops who do­ 
minate the board of trustees. 
He had openly 
quarreled with 
the Church’s traditional stand 
on birth control, and he had de­ 
livered a series of lectures last 
fall in which he 
argued that 
instead of handing 
down ab­ 
solutist decrees 
on morality 
the Church should “ consult the 
experience 
of Christian peo­ 
ple." 
FATHER CURRAN'S placard- 
waving supporters, 
who gath­ 
ered 
en masse to vote 
the 
walkout, were no beatnik types 
trying 
to legalize 
pot 
and 
popularize 
free love. 
They 
were 
eminently respectable 
Catholics, many of 
them al­ 
ready in or 
oriented 
toward 
the priesthood. 
Their 
spokesmen 
made it 
plain that in view of the sec­ 
ond Ecumenical 
Council they 
felt that the Church hierarchy 
had agreed to listen more care­ 
fully to the 
laity 
and 
the 
clergy. 
But before we hang the poor 
board of trustees, le t's try to 
see it their way. If what Fath­ 
e r 
Curran had 
committed 
was not heresy it would, as Da­ 
mon Runyon might have put it, 
do until heresy came along. Un­ 
til Pope 
John 
opened up the 
windows with his 
Ecumenical 
call it would 
certainly 
have 
been heresy, and there is still 
no clearly defined area in which 
the priesthood may freely quar­ 
rel with a repeated and 
re i­ 
terated position of the Church 
on a high moral m atter. 
THE BISHOPS and cardinals 
who run Catholic U. are under 
an ancient admonition to see 
that what 
passes as Catholic 
teaching does not 
endanger 
the welfare of the souls of the 
taught. 
HERE, 
therefore, was not a 
simple struggle between 
good 
and evil, but a clash between 
people dedicated to conflicting 
ideas of good. 
No one suggested that Father 
Curran be dragged before 
an 
Inquisition 
and 
turned over 
to the tender m inistrations of 


a Torquemada. He didn't even 
face joblessness. Fordham, an 
equally prestigious 
Catholic 
university, quickly offered him 
a contract. 
I FIND myself admiring Fath­ 
e r C urran's bravery and in total 
sympathy with what he 
tried 
to teach. 
But I would 
have 
waved my 
placard gently 
in 
view of the dilemma facing the 
board. They are, by definition 
of their duties, responsible for 
how 
Catholic U. 
performs. 
If the university is to be run, 
instead, to suit the faculty and 
the students 
the 
board abdi­ 
cates this responsibility. 


Out of this, perhaps, a rule 
may be drawn. A college ad­ 
ministration can divest them ­ 
selves 
of responsibility for 
what is taught and how. 
NOW HERE comes the sticky 
part; A college or university, 
to amount to anything, 
must 
attract a faculty that is eager 
for and dedicated to the 
dis­ 
covery of new truths. 
These 
truths will often go 
beyond the 
philosophies of even the wisest 
adm inistrators and the sm art­ 
est boards. Some may appear 
to be shocking. But there must 
be wide latitude for men of dem­ 
onstrated scholarship to 
r e ­ 
search their fields and to both 
publish and teach their conclu­ 
sions. 


But wide doesn’t mean lim it­ 
less. 
No university is under 
any obligation to retain a pro­ 
fessor 
of 
astronomy 
who 
maintains that the 
moon 
is 
made of green cheese, 
even 
if no one has yet brought back 
a sample of what it 
really is 
made of. There remains 
a 
realm 
of 
reasonable 
con­ 
clusions, even if absolute truth 
is unobtainable. 
Sim ilarly, no college should 
be required to provide 
both 
with lifetime support and with 
a lifetime audience an advo­ 
cate of barnyard morality or 
drug - taking or 
the 
over­ 
throw of popular 
government 
by violence 
and 
subversion. 
“ Free speech" doesn’t put any­ 
one under an obligation to pay 
you to say it, nor even 
to 
provide you with a platform. 
FATHER CURRAN lashed out 
against “ absolutist decrees." 
The professor 
who says “ In 
the interest of academic free­ 
dom you must hire me to teach 
whatever I doggone 
please” 
is handing down an absolutist 
decree. 
Freedom is a puzzlement. It 
is neither 
anarchy 
nor 
a 
mathematical formula, 
it r e ­ 
quires a lot of common sense.

I feel a little stupid every time someone 
comes up to me and I just say, ‘I just try to keep improving.’ 
They ask ‘how much?’ and it’s obvious that if it’s very 
much it’s under 3:50. If I can just word it right, I don’t 
see why I shouldn’t say what everyone knows . . . I hope it’s 
not egotistical.’’ 
As for Seagren: ‘ There are 32 steps needed for a perfect 
vault.” he says. “When I put them together . . .” 
Seagren’s best vault is 17-51', which is not the world’s 
record Bob’s ex-roomie. John Fennel, holds the world mark 
il7-6;i4t, but John has been having trouble with his back 
again and did not vault during the winter.

are sprinter Tommie Smith and shot-putter Randy Matson. 
Matson, like Ryun, continues to break his own world 
records. He did it again recently with a toss of 71-5*2 feet 
Smith has been pacing himself more this year in prepara­ 
tion for the heavy international schedule in mid-summer 
A year ago, when Tommie broke the 20-second barrier 
for the 200-meter run (19.9). he was competing in four 
different events for San Jose State: the 100. 200, 400 and 
long jump. 
He established world records for 200 meters. 220 yards, 
ran a 10.1 in the 100 meters and a 45.3 for 400 meters. Then 
he pulled a muscle and was never quite the same last season 
Smith is the greatest sprinter in the world today. Typical 
of his performances was the anchor leg in the mile relay 
in the national championships. Fifteen yards behind Dave 
Crook and Edwin Roberts, two of the world’s best, Tommie 
made up the deficit and won by a half-stride. No one who 
saw the race has been able to forget it.

Soccer owes its worldwide 
popularity to its easy-to-follow 
rules, non-stop action and the 
fact that a good little man 
stands just as good a chance as 
a good big man. 
It is a simple game to under­ 
stand, combining many of the 
basics from hockey, basketball 
and football. It has been de­ 
scribed as hockey played with a 
basketball on a football field by 
22 marathon runners not al­ 
lowed to touch the ball with the 
hands. 
As in these other sports, a 
team trys to score over the oth­ 
er team 's goal. The soccer goal 
is eight yards wide and eight 
feet high and resembles a hock­ 
ey goal. Instead of a puck, a 
black and white leather ball 
weighing between 14-16 ounces 
with a circumference of be­ 
tween 27-28 inches is used. 
The game starts off with a 
kickoff which is decided by a 
toes of a coin. The winning side 
has the choice of either choosing 
the side it wishes to defend or 
kicking off. 
A player kicks off by booting 
the stationary ball placed on the 


ground at midfield. He can kick 
to a teammate or into opposing 
territory. After a score the ball 
is returned to the center of the 
field and play begins again. 
Speed is one of the strong sell­ 
ing points of the game. Soccer is 
composed of two "fast and furi­ 
ous" halves with only a few 
minutes of halftime. There are 
no time outs as UJS. sports fans 
know them. There is no water 
boy, no towels and no consulta­ 
tion with the coach. And, if a 
player stops to argue with the 
referee, an opponent may well 
kick a goal behind his back. 
European soccer In recent 
years has evolved into a defen­ 
sive game based on the theory 
that the team which concedes 
the fewer goals can't lose. South 
American play is noted for a 
more 
aggressive 
wide-open 
strategy. 
The 
newly-aware 
North Americans have attempt­ 
ed to open up the game even 
more. 
Hie 
National 
Professional 
Soccer league, under the stew­ 
ardship of Commissioner Ken 
Macker, has tried to encourage 
scoring output with a new sys­ 
tem for its point standings. 
Soccer has been calculated on 
the hockey basis of two points 


for a victory, one for a tie and 
none for a defeat. The NPSL 
system scores six points for a 
victory and three for a tie plus a 
point for every goal scored up to 
three.

THEY'D RATHER ITCH 
THAN SWITCH 
Two California dermatolo­ 
gists have come up with a group 
of patients who would "rather 
itch than switch.*' 
These patients, mostly —but 
not entirely — women and girls, 
are suffering from an afflic­ 
tion dubbed "stretch garment 
dermatitis," a slightly 
red, 
scaly, ill • defined rash caused 
by stretch garments that are too 
tight. 
Dr. Richard Mihan, assistant 
clinical professor of medicine 
at the University of Southern 
California, and Dr. Samuel 
Ayers, Jr., emeritus clinical 
professor of dermatology at 
the University 
of California 


at Los Angeles, reported 
to 
members attending the Califor­ 
nia Medical Association meet­ 
ing that they first became 
aware of the condition in a lit­ 
tle girl who had been wearing 
leotards and stretch socks for 
three years. 
Her irritation was not aler- 
gic but seemed to be caused 
solely by the friction andpres- 
sure of the garments, Dr. Mihan 
said. 
The 
widespread use 
of 
stretch garments over the past 
several years has brought an in­ 
creasing number of patients 
to his office suffering from 
skin 
complaints, the doctor 
said. Irritation appears where 
garments bind and hug the body 
most tightly. Chief offenders 


are 
stretch 
bras, stretch 
girdles and stretch socks, he 
noted, though stretch trous­ 
ers also cause difficulty. 
Tight stretch garments can 
also be highly irritating to a 
pre - existing 
skin problem 
such as 
acne or psoriasis, 
Dr. Mihan reported. 
"Elimination of the stretch 
garment is absolutely essen­ 
tial to treatment," he 
said, 
"but many people won't switch 
until they absolutely have to.” 
Dr. 
Mihan emphasized that 
the dermatitis does not disap­ 
pear immediately once the of­ 
fending garment is removed. 
It may be several weeks before 
the condition begins to improve. 
SOME UNWED GIRLS NEED 
BIRTH CONTROL HELP 
Why does a distinguished ob­ 
stetrician - gynecologist, 
a 
responsible member of 
his 
profession and community, pro­ 
vide some unmarried girls with 
contraceptive information and 
materials? 
Here's what Dr. A. Herbert 
Marbach, gynecology professor 
at the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania Graduate School and sen­ 
ior attending gynecologist • ob­ 
stetrician at the Albert Ein­ 
stein Medical Center, 
told 
Women's Medical News Ser­ 
vice at the recent meeting of 
the American College of Ob­ 
stetricians and Gynecologists. 
"When a patient comes to 
me for help I feel a profes­ 
sional and humanitarian obliga­ 
tion to do what I consider best 
in her behalf. This applies to 
minor unmarried girls who 
come to me as well as to adults. 
"In taking the case history of 
the girl, I try to elicit from 
her what her plans are, what 
her attitudes toward sex are, 
why she is seeking contracep­ 
tion. In the course of such a 
discussion I try to help my pa­ 
tient understand the profound 
importance of sex, not only as 
an individual act, but as the very 
root of both her femininity and 
her relationship to all other 
human 
beings. 
I try to help 
her see, without condemning 
her, that sex is not a commodity 
to be traded for a dinner, for 
popularity. 
"If it seems to me that t h e 
young woman is going to indulge 
in pre - marital sex despite 
my efforts to convince her not 
to, then I will prescribe the 
pill or other contraceptives to 
see to it that the least possible 
harm is done to her and to so­ 
ciety. I consider it immoral 
to bring an unwanted child into 
the world, to make it and socie­ 
ty pay for the mistakes of its 
parents." 


Here is the story, as told by 
Stanley Horn, in his ‘"Hie Her­ 
mitage: Home of Old Hickory.". 
published by Greenberg in 1950: 
"General Jackson had ex­ 
pressed the wish that his fun­ 
eral services be simple and 
without pomp or ostentation; but 
such a funeral was hardly pos­ 
sible for the most distinguished 
private citizen of his day. The 
military company marched out 
of Nashville to attend the serv­ 
ices . . . and a great multitude 
of people, estimated at 3,000, 
gathered to pay their last tri­ 
bute. The funeral was preached 
by Dr. Edgar, the minister who 
had received him into the 
church, the services being con­ 
ducted from the front porch 
owing to the inability of the large 
crowd to get inside the house. 
"There was a moment of dis­ 
turbance while the mourners 
were assembling, caused by an 
untimely outburst of blister­ 
ing profanity from Old Poll, 
the Hermitage parrot who had 
so long been a favorite pet of 
the general. The solemnity of 
the occasion was completely 
upset by the sudden torrent of 
objurgation from the old bird 
on her perch on the upper front 
gallery, but she was quickly 
banished to the servants' quar­ 
ters at the back of the house 
and Dr. Edgar stepped on the 
stone-paved portico and began 
to read the burial service." 
It is to wonder, at the 200th 
anniversary of Old Hickory's 
birth, what the advocate of 
"hard money" would have had 
to say about Federal Reserve 
notes and our present circula­ 
tion of ersatz dimes and quar­ 
ters. 
The question of "hard money" 
was an aeute issue in the sum­ 
mer of 1834 and Jackson pro­ 
vided himself with enough gold 
coins to pay his bills when he 
took the 1,000-mile overland 
trip from Washington to Nash­ 
ville. 
With breezy gusto he planked 
down $10 gold pieces on small­ 
town tavern counters, and en­ 
joyed the reaction of pop-eyed 
citizens. 
Gold coins were scarce at the 
time, and to furnish an adequate 
supply Jackson had started the 
mint to turning out half-eagles 
at the rate of $20,000 a day. 
While he was at the Hermitage 
in August, the first eagle struck 
from a new die was sent to him.

The museum arranged the 
project after it was learned that 
a section of Interstate Highway 
71 would cut through what was 
believed to be an important but 
heretofore inaccessible fossil 
formation. 
Important scientists visited 
the site. Some schools sent bus 
loads of classes there. 
William E. Scheele, museum 
director, said the road workers 
‘‘Generally seemed to have 
more »pride in knowing that 
something of value was coming 
from their excavating efforts 
aside from the creation of a new 
superhighway.” 
Scheele reported that “ it ap­ 
pears that we have collected at 
least 10,000 major specimens of 
tremendous scientific value.” 
It may take 10 to 15 years to 
complete scientific analysis and 
description, he said, but there 
may be as many as 75 animals 
in all classes which are totally 
new to the world of science. 
The Cleveland project cost 
some $119,000, of which 90 per 
cent is from federal funds and 
the rest from the museum.

Statue of Zeus (Jtiplter) at Olym­ 
pia, Greece — the third of the 
ancient

This week tne Missouri Gen­ 
eral Assembly advanced a great 
many 
pieces of legislation. 
Some of those critical to our 
area and of particular interest 
to our area I shall comment on. 
I have left out others which I 
do not feel 
are 
particularly 
Interesting to the readers of 
this column. 
I would like to comment that 
a bill that I co - sponsored, 
House Bill 495, was passed by 
the House this week. This bill 
would create a commission to 
study the entire 
set of elec­ 
tion laws in the state of Mis­ 
souri and recodify them and to 
submit legislation for the next 
assembly of the corrective na­ 
ture, or make general sugges­ 
tions for the improvement 
of 
our election system. 
The 
minimum wage passed 
the House. This bill was 392. 
It excludes farmers and has a 
graduated wage increase over 
the next 
few years, finally 
reaching $1.25 minimum wage. 
House Bill 388 was advanced. 
It will increase school 
aid to 
special 
school programs for 
handicapped and 
exceptional 
children. 
House Bill 38 was advanced. 
It would withhold state aid for 
schools 
that allow buses 
in 
substandard in mechanical con­ 
dition to be used for the trans­ 
portation of children. This is a 
much needed bill as we have dis­ 
covered many dangerous situa­ 
tions throughout the state in re­ 
gard to our bus transportation 
systems. 
The House debated House Bill 
374, which was the very 
large 
and complicated insurance re­ 
vision bill. It will virtually do 
away with the charter type con­ 
tracts which are now so pre­ 
valent in the state. This is a 
much 
needed provision, 
as 
many people 
are being duped 
into buying substandard 
life 
insurance. A good test of most 
life insurance policies 
is to 
check on the* cash value of such 
policy at the 
end of a given 
period 
of time. 
For in­ 
stance, 10 years, and compare 
this to other policies available 
to the public. 
House Bill 588 was 
passed, 
which will be of great assis­ 
tance to some of our 
older 
people. 
It exempts the first 
$1,000 cash value 
of 
a life 
insurance policy in the compu­ 
tation of eligibility for 
old 
age assistance. 
Legislative 
action has been 
taken to have the 
Missouri 
General Assembly 
go 
into 
annaul sessions 
rather 
than 
bi-annual sessions. This is a 
much 
needed provision as the 
complexities of 
government 
have made it very difficult loi 
us 
to administer only 
six 
months every two years. 
House Bill 575 was advanced, 
wl.'ich will create a 
tburism 
commission for the state. This 
should benefit all of our peo­ 
ple, as we have 
discovered 
that tourism is a very valuable 
Industry for the people of the 
state. 
House Bill 90 was passed by 
the House 
This would put a 
ceiling of $15,000 on any elected 
county official who receives his 
pay by a fee system. 
House Bill 533 was advanced, 
which will allow for 
county 
reassessment of counties hav­ 
ing a disparity of 25 per cent 
from the true assessed value. 
The bill in its 
theory is good, 
but it concentrates, in my op­ 
inion, too much power in 
the 
State Tax Commission. 
House Bill U3 was advanced, 
which would exempt $3,000 a 
year for taxation in any one 
year of those funds received 
from federal service 
annuni- 
Ues. 


House Bill 547 was advanced, 
which exploits a loophole found 
In the federal beautification law 


which 
has been in the 
news 
recently. 
It was 
discovered 
that the federal law did not ap­ 
ply 
to any area which 
was 
zoned. This bill zones the en­ 
tire state of 
Missouri, thus, 
theoretically, 
eliminating 
it 
from 
the federal law. I think 
this is very bad procedure for 
a state to intentionally subvert 
any law, whether good or bad. 
House BUI 74 
was 
passed, 
which wUl give 
some 
addi­ 
tional duties to 
county court 
judges and will 
raise 
their 
pay slightly. 
I would also like to announce 
to those people interested that 
an additional 1,000 - acre lake 
wUl be provided at the Mingo 
WUd Life 
Reserve for 
the 
use of the people. 
This, 
of 
course, wUl t ike several years 
to build and stock, but is 
a 
welcome addition to our 
wild 
life facility in the Bootheel.

By October 1908,

first twenty nurses, who later 
came to be called the “ Sacred 
Twenty” had 
reported to the 
U. S. Naval 
Hospital, Wash­ 
ington, D. C. for duty. 
During 
World War I, four 
Navy Nurses were 
awarded 
the Navy Cross for outstand­ 
ing 
service, 
three 
post­ 
humously; 
two 
others 
won 
Army Citations for “ special, 
meritorious 
and conspicuous 
service.” 
World War n 
saw 
11,068 
Navy Nurse corps Officers on 
active duty. 
They served 
in 
Naval Hospitals within the con­ 
tinental lim its of the 
United 
States. They brought 
nursing 
care to the front lines aboard 
12 hospital ships, in air evacua­ 
tion of casualties, and to for­ 
eign lands where American wo­ 
men had never before been seen. 
Commander Ann A. Bernatitus,

The spokesman said the Com­ 
munist MiG’s evidently escaped 
unscathed from the dogfights. 
No claims were made by re­ 
turning UJS. pilots, although one 
Thunderchief pilot reported a 
MIG was streaming a white va­ 
por trail after being fired upon. 
There was no estimate of the 
number of MIGs in the sky. It 
appeared, 
however, that the 
U. S. raids against the MIG air­ 
fields which started last month 
— three of the six MIG bases 
have now been bombed — have 
not appreciably weakened North 
Vietnam’s fledgling air force of 
about 120 planes. 
The United States claims that 
between 9 and 15 Red jets were 
destroyed in the bombings. 
UJS. headquarters disclosed 
that Communist forces dug in 
along the demilitarized zone 
frontier of North Vietnam were 
continuing to bring new weap­ 
ons into the area.

Curiously enough, while 
we 
make necessary and adequate

THE MOB SPIRIT 
The worsening 
of the cli­ 
mate of violence, anarchy and 
civil disobedience was grim­ 
ly apparent In recent days In 
several sections of the coun­ 
try. The rapid breakdown of law 
and order and of public safety 
and private decency could well 
become 
a 
prime 
issue 
in 
the next presidential campaign. 
In California, a band of ruf­ 
fians who call themselves Black 
Panthers 
knocked 
over ser­ 
geants 
at 
arm s and invaded 
the California legislature while 
it was in session. The invaders 
carried with them a variety of 
loaded 
weapons, 
including 
sawed - off shotguns. The lead­ 
ers of the group broke into the 
proceedings 
of the legislature 
and shouted insults. 
In New Hamsphire, former 
Gov. George Wallace of Ala­ 
bama, 
who 
had been invited 
to 
speak 
at Dartmouth Col­ 
lege, was forced off the speak­ 
ing platform by a gang 
of 
roughnecks. Approximately 
a 
thousand 
students then sur­ 
rounded him in his automobile, 
rocked it, and came close to in­ 
juring him. Mr. Wallace showed 
remarkable coolness 
in 
a 
dangerous 
situation, but 
he 
rightly pointed 
out 
that the 
kind of “ academic freedom” 
displayed by the Dartmouth stu­ 
dents could get one killed. The 
editor of the Dartmouth 
stu­ 
dent 
newspaper said of the in­

The demonstration took place 
at the company’s annual meet­ 
ing, and 100 state 
policemen 
were needed to contain demon­ 


strators who had been recruited 
at Cornell, Princeton and oth­ 
er 
colleges. The leader

FIGHT, the Rev. Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt Florence, vowed to 
war 
against 
Kodak until de­ 
mands for 
exclusive 
control 
over hiring of unskilled work­ 
ers had been met . In a speech 
at the company session, he gave 
stockholders 
a

• hour 
ultimatum to bow 
to FIGHT'S 
demands. 
Fortunately, 
the 
stockholders refused to 
pay 
heed to this. 
These 
and 
other develop­ 
ments around the country point 
to a situation which is getting 
out 
of hand. Lawless, con­ 
temptuous 
elements 
in the 
country believe they have free 
rein to do what they want to 
disturb the peace. Not only do 
they want to tram ple on the 
rights 
of 
the majority, but 
they want to have police protec­ 
tion while they go on a rampage 
of disorderly behavior. For ex­ 
ample, when Gen. William C. 
Westmoreland received an hon­ 
orary 
degree from the 
Uni­ 
versity of South Carolina — his 
native 
state - the ceremony 
was rudely interrupted. A hand­ 
ful of demonstrators later were 
indignant that they had not been 
protected 
in their protest by 
state police. 
Unless the disorderly protest 
minority is curbed in 
this 
country, life may become in­ 
tolerable to decent, respecta­ 
ble 
citizens 
and responsible 
businesses. The California leg­ 
islature may not be the last to 
be invaded by arm ed groups. 
Traditionally, this has 
been 
a tolerant country. Americans 
sensibly have realized that ev­ 
ery nation has a tiny element 
of kooks who haye to be hum­ 
ored a 
little. But there is a 
limit on just toleration. T h e 
small group of oddballs — the 
lunatic fringe 
in American 
life — cannot be allowed 
to 
ride roughshod over the laws 
or 
to create a kind of epi­ 
demic of disorder. 
This is the real danger. No 
doubt the students at Dartmouth 
College are generally good citi­ 
zens. It is likely that the vast 
majority 
were 
caught up in 
the fever of excitement created 
by a 
small cadre of disrup­ 
tion ist s. That’s the way all 
mobs work: the few incite the 
many, 
and 
terrorism 
and 
tragedy results. To prevent mob 
rule in this country, on the cam­ 


pus and off, will require som t 
stem leadership in public of» 
flee, the press, the bar, and in 
the pulpit. Those 
clergymen 
who have involved themselvee 
In demonstrations . bear an 
especially heavy responsibility 
for what is taking place. They 
should 
examine their 
con­ 
sciences, and wake up to the 
necessity for upholding 
law 
and decency.

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
THE DRUG CONTROVERSY 
The Senate Monopoly subcommittee, headed by 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson (D Wis.), begins hearings 
on drug prices on Monday (May 15). 
Headlines rather than legislation is the outlook 
for new Senate hearings on drug prices. The 
principal effect of the Kefauver hearings of 
1959-62 was to reinforce industry opposition 
to price and labeling controls. 
Drug industry 
interests seem to remain confident that they 
will emerge relatively unscathed from the en­ 
counter coming up on Capitol Hill. 
The mid-May investigation will be headed by 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson (D Wis.), successor as 
chairman of the Senate Monopoly subcommittee 
to Sen. Russell Long (D La.) 
Nelson will be 
relying heavily for his material on 
alleged 
drug pricing abuses on a newly-published Hand­ 
book of Prescription Drugs, by Dr. 
Richard 
Burack of the Harvard Medical School faculty. 
It already has become a cliche that the Burack 
book will have the same popular impact that 
Ralph Nader's Unsafe at Any Speed had on auto­ 
mobile safety. 
In the preface to the book, Dr. 
George Nichols, Jr., Clinical Professor 
of 
Medicine at Harvard, acclaim s it as providing 
the practicing physician “with a much-needed 
guide for sim pler and more effective therapy.” 
Dr. Burack writes: 
“ For example, CIBA, 
the enormous Switzerland-based company, of­ 
fered to sell to the United States government 
for about 60£ a quantity and quality of reser- 
pine (a drug to lower blood pressure) for which 
the corner pharmacist buys and dispenes it as 
Serpasil.” CIBA actually didn’t win the govern­ 
ment contract. 
It was underbid by 
another 
company willing to sell the same batch for 51c. 
All drugs have a generic, or official name, 
but usually pharmaceutical manufacturers sell 
by an unofficial or brand name. 
The New' 
Republic observes: “ The drug companies spend 
$600 million a year in advertising, to din brand- 
names into the heads of patients and doctors. 
As a result, 90 per cent of all prescriptions 
are written for brand-names, which som etim es 
are easier to pronounce, spell and remember, 
but often are expensive.” 
Dr. Burack's handbook abounds in examples. 
Penicillin G, the basic drug, was introduced 
on a wide scale in 1942. It is unpatented. Squibb 
offers 
Penicillin G 
under the brand-name 
“ Petids” and charges $6.62 for 100 tablets. 
A- leteser-kncAvri Company will sell the 
same 
quantity of Penicillin G for 92£. 
The big drug companies say these sm all com ­ 
panies are “ copiers” rather than developers. 
They stress the cost of the research in which 
they are constantly engaged - 2,000 experi­ 
ments may produce only one marketable drug. 
They also place heavy emphasis on “ quality 
control.” 
C. Joseph Stetler, president and 
general 
counsel of the Pharmaceutical Manufacturers 
Association, on March 27 told his members 
that a comprehensive study now under way 
by the Department of Health, Education 
and 
Welfare on the use of prescription drugs under 
Medicare “ could bring home to the public and 
members of Congress the realization that quality 
in drug products is a vital ingredient; that there 
are significant differences in products made 
by different manufacturers; that the best ulti­ 
mate gauge of the purity and effectiveness of 
a given product is the proven ability of 
a 
known manufacturer and the reputation for high 
quality products he has acquired...over 
the 
years.”

With the passage of federal traffic safety 
legislation, the field of traffic engineering now 
offers unparalleled career opportunities to those 
who can qualify. 
This is the opinion of R ussell I. Brown, 
president of the Insurance Institute for High­ 
way Safety in Washington, D.C. 
Said Brown, “ Studies have shown that traffic 
safety efforts can be greatly improved in the 
area of highway design and traffic control if 
the present 20 percent shortage of trained 
highway transportation engineers can be over­ 
come. 
“ Fourteen 
hundred 
trained engineers are 
needed tu staff existing job openings, right now,” 
he added. 
In many cities and towns, traffic engineers 
bear primary responsibility for designing and 
maintaining safe roads and a good traffic safety 


record. They are the ones who study road con­ 
ditions, accident sites and hazardous locations 
in an effort to correct them with wider lanes, 
standard reflective traffic signs and .stabilized 
road shoulders. 
The 
new safety legislation, Brown said, au­ 
thorizes a grant fellowship program, federally 
financed, that should provide up to 500 fellow ­ 
ships in graduate highway transportation engi­ 
neering in the next three years. 
Today, he 
maintains, there are only 34 graduate fellow - 
ships offered to deserving young engineers by 
government and industry, but graduate schools 
have room for 80 to 100 more students to take 
existing courses. 
“ If the states and communities implement 
this federal program, we should be able to 
train more engineers, and to expand available 
courses in traffic engineering at more colleges 
and universities, so that those empty design 
chairs can be filled with life-saving design 
talent,” he asserts. 
The chance to study - to save lives on our 
highways - is 
now’ 
a 
challenging reality.

WASHINGTON - Members of 
the Soviet Embassy staff, seized 
with a sudden enthusiasm for 
fishing, would like to try their 
luck in capitalist stream s. The 
question now awaiting Soviet- 
American 
agreement 
is 
whether they will go after salt­ 
water fish or fresh • water fish 
and how 
much it will cost. 
Diplomatic 
negotiations 
on 
this problem began after 
the 
Russians purchased an old ho­ 
tel on a tributary flowing into 
the Chesapeake Bay which they 
are patching 
up for use as a 
recreation center. 
The tributary is better known 
for its stinging 
nettles 
than 
for its fish, but the Russians 
are determined to go fishing 
anyway. 
Anxious to obey the law, they 
applied to the Maryland authori­ 
ties for fishing licenses 
and 
were informed that no licenses 
are required 
for salt - water 
fishing. 
Not wanting to be confined 
to their 
nettle, infested tribu­ 
tary, the Russians also asked 
about 
fresh- water fishing, 
which requires a 
license of 
$1 for a Marylander, $10 for 
anyone out of state. Asked how 
many licenses 
it would need, 
the Soviety Embassy sent a list 
of eighty -fiv e names. 
This involved $850 in state 
revenue, and the Department of 
Game and Inland Fish, typical­ 
ly bureaucratic, referred 
the 
problem to Maryland's aggres­ 
sive 
new Attorney General, 
Bill Burch. He consulted 
the 
statutes, but could find no legal 
ground for providing 
Russian 
diplomats 
with free fishing 
licen ses. 
Mindful of LBJ's policy 
of 
building bridges with the East, 
Burch suggested a diplomatic 
solution. The law allows 
20 
free fishing licenses 
for the 
President of the United States, 
also 20 
free license for each 
of the state governors. 
He suggested that the Russian

been heresy, and there is still 
no clearly defined area in which 
the priesthood may freely quar­ 
rel with a repeated and 
rei­ 
terated position of the Church 
on a high moral matter. 
THE BISHOPS and cardinals 
who run Catholic U. are under 
an ancient admonition to see 
tliat what 
passes as Catholic 
teaching does not 
endanger 
the welfare of the souls of the 
taught. 
HERE, 
therefore, was not a 
sim ple struggle between 
good 
and evil, but a clash between 
people dedicated to conflicting 
ideas of good. 
No one suggested that Father 
Curran tie dragged before 
an 
Inquisition 
and 
turned over 
to the tender ministrations of 


a Torquemada. He didn’t even 
face joblessness. Fordham, an 
equally prestigious 
Catholic 
university, quickly offered him 
a contract. 
I FIND m yself admiring Fath­ 
er Curran's bravery and in total 
sympathy with what he 
tried 
to teach. 
But I would 
have 
waved my 
placard gently 
in 
view of the dilemma facing the 
board. They are, by definition 
of their duties, responsible for 
how 
Catholic U. 
performs. 
If the university is to be run, 
instead, to suit the faculty and 
the students 
the 
board abdi­ 
cates this responsibility. 


Out of this, perhaps, a rule 
may be drawn. A college ad­ 
ministration can divest them­ 
selves 
of responsibility for 
what is taught and how. 
NOW HERE comes the sticky 
part: A college or university, 
to amount to 
anything, 
must 
attract a faculty that is eager 
for and dedicated to the 
d is­ 
covery of new truths. 
These 
truths will often go 
beyond the 
philosophies of even the w isest 
administrators and the smart­ 
est boards. Some may appear 
to be shocking. But there must 
be wide latitude for men of dem­ 
onstrated scholarship to 
re­ 
search their fields and to both 
publish and teach their conclu­ 
sions. 


But wide doesn’t mean lim it­ 
less. 
No university is under 
any obligation to retain a pro­ 
fessor 
of 
astronomy 
who 
maintains that the 
moon 
is 
made of green cheese, 
even 
if no one has yet brought back 
a sample of what it 
really is 
made of. There remains 
a 
realm 
of 
reasonable 
con­ 
clusions, even if absolute truth 
is unobtainable. 
Sim ilarly, no college should 
be required to provide 
both 
with lifetime support and with 
a lifetim e audience an advo­ 
cate of barnyard morality or 
drug - taking 
or 
the 
over­ 
throw of popular 
government 
by violence 
and 
subversion. 
“ Free speech" doesn't put any­ 
one under an obligation to pay 
you to say it, nor 
even 
to 
provide you with a platform 
FATHER CURRAN lashed out 
against “ absolutist decrees." 
The professor 
who says “ In 
the interest of academic free­ 
dom you must hire me to teach 
whatever 1 
doggone 
please" 
is handing down an absolutist 
decree. 
Freedom is a puzzlement. It 
is neither 
anarchy 
nor 
a 
mathematical formula. 
It re­ 
quires a lot of common sense.

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
THE DRUG CONTROVERSY 
The Senate Monopoly subcommittee, headed by 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson (I) Wis.), begins hearings 
on drug prices on Monday (May 15). 
Headlines rather than legislation is the outlook 
for new Senate hearings on drug prices. The 
principal effect of the Kefauver hearings of 
1959-62 was to reinforce industry opposition 
to price and labeling controls. 
Drug industry 
interests seem to remain confident that they 
will emerge relatively unscathed from the en­ 
counter coming up on Capitol Hill. 
The mid-May investigation will be headed by 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson (D Wis.), successor as 
chairman of the Senate Monopoly subcommittee 
to Sen. Russell Long (D La.) 
Nelson will be 
relying heavily for his material on 
alleged 
drug pricing abuses on a newly-published Hand­ 
book of Prescription Drugs, by Dr. 
Richard 
Burack of the Harvard Medical School faculty. 
It already has become a cliche that the Burack 
book will have the same popular impact that 
Ralph Nader’s Unsafe at Any Speed had on auto­ 
mobile safety. 
In the preface to the book, Dr. 
George Nichols, Jr., Clinical Professor 
of 
Medicine at Harvard, acclaims it as providing 
the practicing physician “with a much-needed 
guide for simpler and more effective therapy.” 
Dr. Burack writes: 
“For example, CIBA, 
the enormous Switzerland-based company, of­ 
fered to sell to the United States government 
for about 60? a quantity and quality of reser­ 
pine (a drug to lower blood pressure) for which 
the corner pharmacist buys and dispenes it as 
Serpasil.” CIBA actually didn’t win the govern­ 
ment contract. 
It was underbid by 
another 
company willing to sell the same batch for 51?. 
All drugs have a generic, or official name, 
but usually pharmaceutical manufacturers sell 
by an unofficial or brand name. 
The New 
Republic observes: “The drug companies spend 
$600 million a year in advertising, to din brand- 
names into the heads of patients and doctors. 
As a result, 90 per cent of all prescriptions 
are written for brand-names, which sometimes 
are easier to pronounce, spell and remember, 
but often are expensive.” 
Dr. Burack’s handbook abounds in examples. 
Penicillin G, the basic drug, was introduced 
on a wide scale in 1942. It is unpatented. Squibb 
offers 
Penicillin G 
under the brand-name 
“ Petids” and charges $6.62 for IOO tablets. 
A- lesser-know ii dompany “will sell the 
same 
quantity of Penicillin G for 92?. 
The big drug companies say these small com­ 
panies are “copiers” rather than developers. 
They stress the cost of the research in which 
they are constantly engaged - 2,000 experi­ 
ments may produce only one marketable drug. 
They also place heavy emphasis on “quality 
control.” 
C. Joseph Stetler, president and 
general 
counsel of the Pharmaceutical Manufacturers 
Association, on March 27 told his members 
that a comprehensive study now under way 
by the Department of Health, Education 
and 
Welfare on the use of prescription drugs under 
Medicare “could bring home to the public and 
members of Congress the realization that quality 
in drug products is a vital ingredient; that there 
are significant differences in products made 
by different manufacturers; that the best ulti­ 
mate gauge of the purity and effectiveness of 
a given product is the proven ability of 
a 
known manufacturer and the reputation for high 
quality products he has acquired...over 
the 
years.”

With the passage of federal traffic safety 
legislation, the field of traffic engineering now 
offers unparalleled career opportunities to those 
who can qualify. 
This is the opinion of Russell I. Brown, 
president of the Insurance Institute for High­ 
way Safety in Washington, D.C. 
Said Brown, “ Studies have shown that traffic 
safety efforts can be greatly improved in the 
area of highway design and traffic control if 
the present 20 percent shortage of trained 
highway transportation engineers can be over­ 
come.

record. They are the ones who study road con­ 
ditions, accident sites and hazardous locations 
in an effort to correct them with wider lanes, 
standard reflective traffic signs and stabilized 
road shoulders. 
The 
new safety legislation, Brown said, au­ 
thorizes a grant fellowship program, federally 
financed, that should provide up to 500 fellow­ 
ships in graduate highway transportation engi­ 
neering in the next three years. 
Today, he 
maintains, there are only 34 graduate fellow­ 
ships offered to deserving young engineers by 
government and industry, but graduate schools 
have room for 80 to IOO more students to take 
existing courses. 
“If the states and communities implement 
this federal program, we should be able to 
train more engineers, and to expand available 
courses in traffic engineering at more colleges 
and universities, so that those empty design 
chairs can be filled with life-saving design 
talent,” he asserts. 
The chance to study - to save lives on our 
highways - is 
now 
a 
challenging reality.

WASHINGTON - Members of 
the Soviet Embassy staff, seized 
with a sudden enthusiasm for 
fishing, would like to try their 
luck in capitalist stream s. The 
question now awaiting Soviet* 
American 
agreement 
is 
whether they will go after salt­ 
water fish or fresh • water fish 
and how much it will cost. 
Diplomatic 
negotiations 
on 
this problem began after 
the 
Russians purchased an old ho­ 
tel on a tributary flowing into 
the Chesapeake Bay which they 
are patching 
up for use as a 
recreation center. 
The tributary is better known 
for its stinging 
nettles than 
for its fish, but the Russians 
are determined to go fishing 
anyway. 
Anxious to obey the law, they 
applied to the Maryland authori­ 
ties for fishing licenses and 
were informed that no licenses 
are required 
for salt • water 
fishing. 
Not wanting to be confined 
to their 
nettle- infested tribu­ 
tary, the Russians also asked 
about 
fresh- water fishing, 
which requires a 
license of 
$1 for a Marylander, $10 for 
anyone out of state. Asked how 
many licenses 
it would need, 
the Soviety Embassy sent a list 
of eighty • five names. 
This involved $850 in state 
revenue, and the Department of 
Game and inland Fish, typical­ 
ly bureaucratic, referred 
the 
problem to Maryland’s aggres­ 
sive 
new Attorney General, 
Bill Burch. He consulted the 
statutes, but could find no legal 
ground for providing 
Russian 
diplomats 
with free fishing 
licenses.

fessor of moral theology, Fath­ 
e r Charles E. Curran. 
After 
six tumultuous 
days he

reinstated. 
Father Curran got the heave­ 
ho at a Chicago meeting of the 
cardinals and bishops who do­ 
minate the board of trustees. 
He had openly 
quarreled with 
foe Church's traditional stand 
on birth control, and he had de­ 
livered a series of lectures last 
fall in which he 
argued that 
instead of handing 
down ab­ 
solutist decrees 
on morality 
foe Church should “ consult the 
experience of Christian peo­ 
ple." 
FATHER CURRAN’S placard- 
waving supporters, 
who gath­ 
ered 
en masse to vote 
the 
walkout, were no beatnik types 
trying 
to legalize 
pot 
and 
popularize 
free love. 
They 
were 
eminently respectable 
Catholics, many of 
them al­ 
ready in or 
oriented 
toward 
foe priesthood. 
Their 
spokesmen 
made it 
plain that in view of the sec­ 
ond Ecumenical 
Council they 
felt that the Church hierarchy 
had agreed to listen more care­ 
fully to the 
laity 
and 
the 
clergy. 
But before we hang the poor 
board of trustees, let’s try to 
see it their way. If what Fath­ 
e r 
Curran had 
committed 
was not heresy it would, as Da­ 
mon Runyon might have put It, 
do until heresy came along. Un­ 
til Pope 
John 
opened up the 
windows with his 
Ecumenical 
call it would 
certainly 
have 
been heresy, and there is still 
no clearly defined area in which 
foe priesthood may freely quar­ 
rel with a repeated and 
re i­ 
terated position of the Church 
on a high moral m atter. 
THE BISHOPS and cardinals 
who run Catholic U. are under 
an ancient admonition to see 
foat what 
passes as catholic 
teaching does not 
endanger 
the welfare of the souls of the 
taught. 
HERE, 
therefore, was not a 
simple struggle between 
good 
and evil, but a clash between 
people dedicated to conflicting 
Ideas of good. 
No one suggested that Father 
Curran be dragged before 
an 
Inquisition 
and 
turned over 
to the tender m inistrations of 


a Torque mada. He didn't even 
face Joblessness. Fordham, an 
equally prestigious 
Catholic 
university, quickly offered him 
a contract. 
I FIND myself admiring Fath­ 
e r C urran's bravery and in total 
sympathy with what he 
tried 
to teach. 
But I would 
have 
waved my 
placard gently 
in 
view of the dilemma facing the 
board. They are, by definition 
of their duties, responsible for 
how 
Catholic U. 
performs. 
If the university is to be run, 
instead, to suit the faculty and 
foe students 
the 
board abdi­ 
cates this responsibility. 


Out of this, perhaps, a rule 
may be drawn. A college ad­ 
m inistration can divest them­ 
selves 
of responsibility for 
what is taught and how. 
NOW HERE comes the sticky 
part: A college or university, 
to amount to 
anything, 
must 
attract a faculty that is eager 
for and dedicated to the 
dis­ 
covery of new truths. 
These 
truths will often go 
beyond the 
philosophies of even foe wisest 
adm inistrators and the sm art­ 
est boards. Some may appear 
to be .shocking. But there must 
be wide latitude for men of dem­ 
onstrated scholarship to 
re ­ 
search their fields and to both 
publish and teach their conclu­ 
sions. 
But wide doesn't mean lim it­ 
less. 
No university is under 
any obligation to retain a pro­ 
fessor 
of 
astronomy 
who 
maintains that the 
moon 
is 
made of green cheese, 
even 
if no one has yet brought back 
a sample of what it 
really Is 
made of. There remains 
a 
realm 
of 
reasonable 
con­ 
clusions, even lf absolute truth 
is unobtainable. 
Sim ilarly, no college should 
be required to provide 
both 
with lifetime support and with 
a lifetime audience an advo­ 
cate of barnyard morality or 
drug - taking 
or 
the 
over­ 
throw of popular 
government 
by violence 
and 
subversion. 
“ Free speech" doesn't put any­ 
one under an obligation to pay 
you to say It, nor 
even 
to 
provide you with a platform. 
FATHER CURRAN lashed out 
against “ absolutist decrees." 
The professor 
who says “ In 
the interest of academic free­ 
dom you must hire me to teach 
whatever I 
doggone 
please" 
Is handing down an absolutist 
decree, 
Freedom is a puzzlement, it 
is neither 
anarchy 
nor 
a 
mathematical formula, 
it re ­ 
quires a lot of common sense,

Ayers, Jr., 
em eritus clinical

of 
dermatology at 
the University 
of California 


at Los Angeles, reported 
to 
members attending the Califor­ 
nia Medical Association meet­ 
ing 
that 
they first 
became 
aware of the condition in a lit­ 
tle girl who had been wearing 
leotards and stretch socks for 
three years. 
Her irritation was not aler- 
gic but seemed to be caused 
solely by the friction and pres­ 
sure of the garm ents, Dr. Mihan 
said. 
The 
widespread 
use 
of 
stretch garments over the past 
several years has brought an in­ 
creasing number 
of patients 
to his office suffering from 
skin 
complaints, 
the doctor 
said. Irritation appears where 
garments bind and hug the body 
most tightly. Chief offenders 


are 
stretch 
bras, 
stretch 
girdles and stretch socks, he 
noted, though 
stretch 
trous­ 
ers also cause difficulty. 
Tight stretch garments can 
also be highly 
irritating to a 
pre - existing 
skin problem 
such as 
acne or psoriasis, 
Dr. Mihan reported. 
“ Elimination of the stretch 
garment 
is absolutely essen­ 
tial to 
treatm ent,” he 
said, 
“ but many people won’t switch 
until they absolutely have to.”

The m erry confusion over a 
commemorative 
stamp

another contre­ 
temps at the Hermitage, this 
time at the form er President’s 
funeral June 10, 1845. 


Here is the story, as told by 
Stanley Horn, in his “ The Her­ 
mitage: Home of Old Hickory.” . 
published by Greenberg in 1950: 
“ General 
Jackson 
had ex­ 
pressed the wish that his fun­ 
eral services be simple and 
without pomp or ostentation; but 
such a funeral was hardly pos­ 
sible for the most distinguished 
private citizen of his day. TTie 
military company marched out 
of Nashville to attend the serv­ 
ices . . . and a great multitude 
of people, estimated at 3,000, 
gathered to pay their last tri­ 
bute. The funeral was preached 
by Dr. Edgar, the minister who 
had 
received 
him 
into 
the 
church, the services being con­ 
ducted from the front porch 
owing to the inability of the large 
crowd to get inside the house. 
“ There was a moment of dis­ 
turbance while the mourners 
were assembling, caused by an 
untimely outburst of blister­ 
ing profanity from Old Poll, 
the Hermitage parrot who had 
so long been a favorite pet of 
the general. 
The solemnity of 
the occasion was completely 
upset by the sudden torrent of 
objurgation from the old bird 
on her perch on the upper front 
gallery, but she was quickly 
banished to the servants' quar­ 
ters at the back of the house 
and Dr. Edgar stepped on the 
stone-paved portico and began 
to read the burial service.” 
It is to wonder, at the 200th 
anniversary of Old Hickory’s 
birth, 
what 
the advocate of 
“ hard money” would have had 
to say about Federal Reserve 
notes and our present circula­ 
tion of ersatz dimes and quar­ 
ters. 
The question of “ hard money” 
was an acute issue in the sum­ 
mer of 1834 and Jackson pro­ 
vided himself with enough gold 
coins to pay his bills when he 
took the 1,000-mile overland 
trip from Washington to Nash­ 
ville. 
With breezy gusto he planked 
down $10 gold pieces on sm all­ 
town tavern counters, and en­ 
joyed the reaction of pop-eyed 
citizens. 
Gold coins were scarce at the 
time, and to furnish an adequate 
supply Jackson had started the 
mint to turning out half-eagles 
at the rate of $20,000 a day. 
While he was at the Hermitage 
in August, the first eagle struck 
from a new die was sent to him.

tle girl who had been wearing 
leotards and stretch socks for 
three years. 
Her irritation was not aler- 
gic but seemed to be caused 
solely by the friction andpres- 
sure of the garments, Dr. Mihan 
said. 
The 
widespread use 
of 
stretch garments over the past 
several years has brought an in­ 
creasing number of patients 
to his office suffering from 
skin 
complaints, the doctor 
said. Irritation appears where 
garments bind and hug the body 
most tightly. Chief offenders 


are 
stretch

temps at the Hermitage, this 
time at the former President's 
funeral June IO, 1845. 


Here is the story, as told by 
Stanley Horn, in his “ Tile Her- 
mitage: Home of Cid Hickory." _ 
published by Greenberg in 1950: 
“General Jackson had ex­ 
pressed the wish that his fun­ 
eral services be simple and 
without pomp or ostentation; twit 
such a funeral was hardly pos­ 
sible for the most distinguished 
private citizen of his day. Hie 
military company marched out 
of Nashville to attend the serv­ 
ices . . . and a great multitude 
of people, estimated at 3,000, 
gathered to pay their last tri­ 
bute. The funeral was preached 
by Dr. Edgar, the minister who 
had received him into the 
church, the services being con­ 
ducted from the front porch 
owing to the inability of the large 
crowd to get inside the house. 
“ There was a moment of dis­ 
turbance while the mourners 
were assembling, caused by an 
untimely outburst of blister­ 
ing profanity from Old Poll, 
the Hermitage parrot who had 
so long been a favorite pet of 
the general. The solemnity of 
the occasion was completely 
upset by the sudden torrent of 
objurgation from the old bird 
on her perch on the upper fruit 
gallery, but she was quickly 
banished to the servants* quar­ 
ters at the back of the house 
and Dr. Edgar stepped on the 
stone-paved portico and began 
to read the burial service." 
It is to wonder, at the 200th 
anniversary of Old Hickory's 
birth, what the advocate of 
“hard money" would have had 
to say about Federal Reserve 
notes and our present circula­ 
tion of ersatz dimes and quar­ 
ters. 
The question of “ hard money" 
was an acute issue In the sum­ 
mer of 1834 and Jackson pro­ 
vided himself with enough gold 
coins to pay his bills when he 
took the 1,000-mile overland 
trip from Washington to Nash­ 
ville. 
With breezy gusto he planked 
down $10 gold pieces on small­ 
town tavern counters, and en­ 
joyed the reaction of pop-eyed 
citizens. 
Gold coins were scarce at the 
time, and to furnish an adequate 
supply Jackson had started the 
mint to turning out half-eagles 
at the rate of $20,000 a day. 
While he was at the Hermitage 
In August, the first eagle struck 
from a new die was sent to him.

Majestic is the word for the 
Statue of Zeus (Jupiter) at Olym­ 
pia, Greece — the third of the 
ancient 
world's 
“ wonders'*.

figure, 40 feet high and finely 
worked - was the creation of

Majestic is the word for the 
Statue of Zeus (Jupiter) at U yrn- 
pla, Greece — the third of the 
ancient 
world's 
"w onders".

figure, 40 feet high and finely 
worked — was the creation of 
Phidias, widely acclaimed as 
the greatest 
Greek sculptor

The statue, though seated, oc­ 
cupied the entire height ofone 
section of the temple erected 
for the worship of Zeus. Hie 
god sat on an elaborately dec­ 
orated throne, holding a "Vic­ 
tory" in his right hand, while 
his left hand rested on a scep­ 
ter.

This week tne M issouri Gen­ 
e ra l Assembly advanced a great 
many 
pieces of 
legislation. 
Some of those critical to our 
a re a and of particular interest 
to our area I shall comment on. 
I have left out others which I 
do not feel 
are 
particularly 
interesting 
to the readers of 
this column. 
I would like to comment that 
a bill that I co - sponsored, 
House Bill 495, was passed by 
the House this week. This bill 
would create a com m ission to 
study the entire 
set of elec­ 
tion laws in the state of M is­ 
so u ri and recodify them and to 
subm it legislation for the next 
assem bly of the corrective na­ 
ture, or make general sugges­ 
tions for the improvement 
of 
our election system . 
The 
minimum wage passed 
the House. This bill was 392. 
It excludes farm ers and has a 
graduated wage increase over 
the next 
few years, finally 
reaching $1.25 minimum wage. 
House Bill 388 was advanced. 
It will increase school 
aid to 
special 
school program s for 
handicapped and 
exceptional 
children. 
House Bill 38 was advanced. 
It would withhold state aid for 
schools 
that allow buses 
in 
substandard in mechanical con­ 
dition to be used for the tran s­ 
portation of children. This is a 
much needed bill as we have d is­ 
covered many dangerous situa­ 
tions throughout the state in r e ­ 
gard to our bus transportation 
system s. 
The House debated House Bill 
374, which was the very 
large 
and complicated insurance r e ­ 
vision bill It will virtually do 
away with the ch arter type con­ 
tra c ts which are now so p re ­ 
valent in the state. 
This is a 
much 
needed provision, 
as 
many people 
are being duped 
into buying substandard 
life 
insurance. A good test of most 
life insurance policies 
is 
to 
check on the cash value of such 
policy 
at the 
end of a given 
period 
of 
tim e. 
For in­ 
stance, 10 years, and com pare 
this to other policies available 
to the public. 
House Bill 588 was 
passed, 
which will be of 
great a s s is ­ 
tance to some of our 
older 
people. 
It 
exempts the first 
$1,000 cash value 
of 
a life 
insurance policy in the compu­ 
tation of eligibility for 
old 
age assistance. 
Legislative 
action has been 
taken to have the 
M issouri 
General Assembly 
go 
into 
annaul sessions 
rathel 
than 
bi-annual sessions. This is a 
much 
needed provision as the 
com plexities of 
government 
have made it very difficult lui 
us 
to 
adm inister 
only 
six 
months every two years. 
House Bill 575 was advanced, 
which will create a 
tburism 
com mission for the state. This 
should 
benefit all of our peo­ 
ple, as we have 
discovered 
that tourism is a very valuable 
industry for the people of the 
state. 
House Bill 90 was passed by 
the House 
This would put 
a 
celling of $15,000 on anyelected 
county official who receives his 
pay by a fee system . 
House Bill 533 was advanced, 
which will allow for 
county 
reassessm ent of counties hav­ 
ing a disparity of 25 per cent 
from the true assessed value. 
The bill In its 
theory is good, 
but it concentrates, in my op­ 
inion, too much power in 
the 
State Tax Commission. 
House Bill 113 was advanced, 
which would 
exempt $3,000 a 
year for taxation in any 
one 
year of those funds received 
from federal service 
annuni- 
ties. 


House Bill 547 was advanced, 
which exploits a loophole found 
in the federal beautification law 


which 
has been in the 
news 
recently. 
It was 
discovered 
that the federal law did not ap­ 
ply 
to any area which 
was 
zoned. This bill zones the en­ 
tire state of 
M issouri, thus, 
theoretically, 
elim inating 
it 
from 
the federal law. I think 
this is very bad procedure for 
a state to intentionally subvert 
any law, whether good or bad. 
House Bill 74 
was 
passed, 
which will give 
some 
addi­ 
tional duties to 
county court 
judges and will 
raise 
their 
pay slightly. 
I would also like to announce 
to those people interested that 
an additional 1,000 - acre lake 
will be provided at the Mingo 
Wild Life 
Reserve for 
the 
use of the people. 
This, 
of 
course, will take several years 
to build and stock, but is 
a 
welcome addition to our 
wild 
life facility in the Bootheel.

the next presidential cam paign. 
In California, a band of ruf­ 
fians who call them selves Black 
P anthers 
knocked 
over se r­ 
geants 
at 
arm s and invaded 
the California legislature while 
it was in session. The invaders 
carried with them a variety of 
loaded 
weapons, 
Including 
sawed - off shotguns. The lead­ 
e rs of the group broke Into the 
proceedings 
of the legislature 
and shouted insults. 
In New H am sphire, form er 
Gov. George W allace of Ala­ 
bam a, 
who 
had been Invited 
to 
speak 
at Dartmouth Col­ 
lege, was forced off the speak­ 
ing platform by a gang 
of 
roughnecks. Approximately 
a 
thousand 
students then su r­ 
rounded him in his autom obile, 
rocked it, and came close to in­ 
juring him . M r. W allace showed 
rem arkable coolness 
in 
a 
dangerous 
situation, but 
he 
rightly pointed 
out 
that the 
kind of "academ ic freedom ” 
displayed by the Dartmouth stu­ 
dents could get one killed. The 
editor of the Dartmouth 
stu­

newspaper said of the in­ 
cident, which cam e close

a lynching party:

asham ed.” 
Indeed the 
entire adm inistration and stu­

In Kentucky, radical demon­ 
stra to rs threatened to disrupt

if they did not get their way on 
"open housing” dem ands, and 
forced the governor to call out

Guardsmen to 
pre­ 
serve the peace. 
In New 
Je rse y , a 
radical 
p rotest 
group 
based 
in 
R ockester, N. Y», and 
known 
as FIGHT 
(Freedom , Integra­ 
tion, God, Honor — Today) con­ 
ducted a huge dem onstration 
against Eastm an 
Kodak Com­ 
pany, one of the country's mo­ 
del em ployers 
and most pro­ 
gressive business en terp rises. 
The dem onstration took place 
at the com pany's annual meet­ 
ing, and 100 state 
policem en 
w ere needed to contain demon­ 


strato rs who had been recruited 
at Cornell, Princeton and oth­ 
er 
colleges. The leader 
of 
FIGHT, the Rev. Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt Florence, vowed to 
war 
against 
Kodak until de­ 
mands for 
exclusive 
control 
over hiring of unskilled work­ 
ers had lieen m et. In a speech 
at the company session, he gave 
stockholders 
a 
one 
• hour 
ultimatum to bow 
to FIGHT'S 
dem ands. 
Fortunately, 
the 
stockholders refused to 
pay 
heed to this. 
These 
ami 
other develop­ 
ments around the country point 
to a situation which Is getting 
out 
of 
hand. 
L aw less, con­ 
temptuous 
elem ents 
in the 
country believe they have free 
rein to do what they want to 
disturb 
the peace. Not only do 
they want to tram ple on the 
rights 
of 
the m ajority, but 
they want to have police protec­ 
tion while they go on a rampage 
of disorderly behavior. For ex­ 
am ple, when Gen. W illiam C. 
W estm oreland received an hon­ 
orary 
degree from the 
Uni­ 
versity of South Carolina •» his 
native 
state - the ceremony 
was rudely interrupted. A hand- 
M of dem onstrators later were 
indignant that they had not been 
protected 
in their protest by 
state police. 
Unless the disorderly protest 
minority is curbed in 
this 
country, life may become in­ 
tolerable to decent, respecta­ 
ble 
citizens 
and responsible 
businesses. The California leg­ 
islature may not be the last to 
be Invaded by arm ed groups. 
Traditionally, this has 
been 
a tolerant country. Am ericans 
sensibly have realized that ev­ 
ery nation has a tiny element 
of kooks who have to be hum­ 
ored a 
little . But there is a 
lim it on just toleration. T h e 
sm all group of oddballs — the 
lunatic fringe 
in American 
life — cannot be allowed 
to 
ride roughshod over the laws 
or 
to create a kind of epi­ 
demic of disorder. 
This is the real danger. No 
doubt the students at Dartmouth 
College are generally good citi­ 
zens. It is likely that the vast 
m ajority 
w ere 
caught up in 
the fever of excitem ent created 
by a 
sm all cadre of disrup- 
tionists. T hat's the way all 
mobs work: the few incite the 
many, 
and 
te rro rism 
and 
tragedy resu lts. To prevent mob 
rule in this country, on the cam ­ 


pus and off, will require som e 
stern leadership in public of­ 
fice, the p ress, the bar, and in 
the pulpit. Those 
clergymen 
who 
have Involved them selves 
In demonstrations 
bear an 
especially heavy responsibility 
for what is taking place. They 
should 
examine their 
con­ 
sciences, and wake up to the 
necessity for upholding 
law 
and decency.

This week me Missouri Gen­ 
eral Assembly advanced a great 
many 
pieces of 
legislation. 
Some of those critical to our 
area and of particular interest 
to our area I shall comment on. 
I have left out others which I 
do not feel 
are 
particularly 
Interesting 
to the readers crf 
this column. 
I would like to comment that 
a bill that I co - sponsored, 
House Bill 495, was passed by 
the House this week. This bill 
would create a commission to 
study the entire 
set of elec­ 
tion laws In the state of Mis­ 
souri and recodify them and to 
submit legislation for the next 
assembly of the corrective na­ 
ture, or make general sugges­ 
tions for the improvement 
of 
our election system. 
The 
minimum wage passed 
the House. This bill was 392. 
It excludes farmers and has a 
graduated wage increase over 
the next 
few years, finally 
reaching $1.25 minimum wage. 
House Bill 388 was advanced. 
It will increase school 
aid to 
special 
school programs for 
handicapped and 
exceptional 
children. 
House Bill 38 was advanced. 
It would withhold state ald for 
schools 
that allow buses 
in 
substandard in mechanical con­ 
dition to be used for the trans­ 
portation of children. This Is a 
much needed bill as we have dis­ 
covered many dangerous situa­ 
tions throughout the state in re­ 
gard to our bus transportation 
systems. 
The House debated House BUI 
374, which was the very 
large 
and complicated insurance re­ 
vision bul It wUl virtually do 
away w ith the charter type con­ 
tracts which are now so pre­ 
valent in the state. This is a 
much 
needed provision, 
as 
many people 
are being duped 
into buying substandard 
life 
insurance. A good test of most 
life insurance i*ollcies 
is 
to 
check on the cash value of such 
policy at Ute 
end of a given 
period 
of time. 
For in­ 
stance, IO years, and compare 
this to other policies avaUable 
to the public. 
House BUI 588 was 
passed, 
which wUl be of great assis­ 
tance to some of our 
older 
people. 
It 
exempts the first 
$1,000 cast) value 
of a life 
insurance policy in the compu­ 
tation of eliglbUity for 
old 
age assistance. 
Legislative 
action has been 
taken to have the 
Missouri 
General Assembly 
go 
into 
annaul sessions 
rather 
than 
bi-annual sessions. This is a 
much 
needed provision as the 
complexities of 
govemttu ti 
have made U very difficult un 
us 
to administer only 
six 
months every two years. 
House BUI 575 was advanced, 
which wUl create a 
tourism 
commission for the state. This 
should benefit all of (mr peo­ 
ple, as we have 
discovered 
that tourism is a very valuable 
industry for the people of tile 
state. 
House BUI 90 was passed by 
the House 
This would put 
a 
ceUing of $15,000 on any elected 
county official who receives his 
pay by a fee system. 
House BUI 533 was advanced, 
which wUl allow for 
county 
reassessment of counties hav­ 
ing a disparity of 25 per cent 
from Ute true assessed value. 
The bdl in its 
theory is good, 
but it concentrates, in my op­ 
inion, too much power in 
the 
State l ax Commission. 
House BUI 113 was edvanced, 
which would exempt $3,000 a 
year for taxation In any 
one 
year of those funds received 
from federal service 
annulli- 
ties. 


House BUI 547 was advanced, 
which exploits a loophole found 
In the federal I aet lf leat ion law 


which 
has been In the 
news 
recently. 
It was 
discovered 
that the federal law did not ap­ 
ply 
to any area which 
was 
zoned. This bul zones tire en­ 
tire state of Missouri, thus, 
theoretically, 
eliminating 
it 
from 
the federal law. I til ink 
this Is very bad procedure for 
a state to intentionally subvert 
any law, whether good or bad. 
House BUI 74 
was 
passed, 
which wUl give 
some 
addi­ 
tional duties to 
county court 
judges and wUl 
raise 
their 
pay slightly. 
I would also like to announce 
to those people interested that 
an additional 1,000 - acre lake 
wUl be provided at the Mingo 
WUd Life 
Reserve for 
the 
use of the people. 
This, 
of 
course, wUl take several years 
to buUd and stock, but is 
a 
welcome addition to our 
wild 
life faculty In the Bootheel.

THE MOB SPIRIT 
The worsening 
of the cli­ 
mate of violence, anarchy and 
civil disobedience was grim­ 
ly apparent In recent days in 
several sections of the coun­ 
try. The rapid breakdown of law 
and order and of public safety 
and private decency could well 
become 
a 
prime 
Issue 
In 
tile next presidential campaign. 
In California, a band of ruf­ 
fians who call themselves Black 
Panthers 
knocked 
over ser­ 
geants 
at 
arms and invaded 
the California legislature while 
it was in session. The invaders 
carried with them a variety of 
loaded 
weapons, 
Including 
sawed - off shotguns. The lead­ 
ers of the group broke Into the 
proceedings 
of the legislature 
and shouted insults. 
In New Hamsphire, former 
Gov. George Wallace of Ala­ 
bama, 
who 
had been Invited 
to 
speak at Dartmouth Col­ 
lege, was forced off the speak­ 
ing platform by a gang 
of 
roughnecks. Approximately 
a 
thousand 
students then sur­ 
rounded him in his automobile, 
rocked it, and came close to in­ 
juring him. Mr. Wallace showed 
remarkable coolness 
in 
a 
dangerous 
situation, but 
he 
rightly pointed 
out 
that the 
kind of “academic freedom” 
displayed by the Dartmouth stu­ 
dents could get one killed. The 
editor of the Dartmouth 
stu­ 
dent 
newspaper said of the in­ 
cident, which came close 
to 
resembling 
a lynching party: 
“ I am 
ashamed.” Indeed the 
entire administration and stu­ 
dent body of the famous 
old 
“liberal 
arts” college should 
feel shame for what took place. 
In Kentucky, radical demon­ 
strators threatened to disrupt 
the 
historic Kentucky Derby 
if they did not get their way on 
“open housing” demands, and 
forced the governor to call out 
National 
Guardsmen to 
pre­ 
serve the peace. 
In New 'Jersey, a 
radical 
protest 
group 
based 
in 
Rockester, N. Y., and 
known 
as FIGHT (Freedom, Integra­ 
tion, God, Honor — Today) con­ 
ducted a huge demonstration 
against Eastman 
Kodak Com­ 
pany, one of the country’s mo­ 
del employers 
and most pro­ 
gressive business enterprises. 
The demonstration took place 
at the company's annual meet­ 
ing, and IOO state 
policemen 
were needed to contain demon­ 


strators who had beal recruited 
at Cornell, Princeton and oth­ 
er 
colleges. The leader 
of 
FIGHT, the Rev. Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt Florence, vowed to 
war 
against 
Kodak until de­ 
mands for 
exclusive 
contiol 
over hiring of unskilled work­ 
ers had been met. In a speech 
at the company session, he gave 
stockholders 
a 
one 
• hour 
ultimatum to bow 
to FIGHTS 
demands. 
Fortunately, 
the 
stockholders refused to 
pay 
heed to this. 
These 
and 
other develop­ 
ments around the country point 
to a situation which is getting 
out 
of hand. Lawless, con­ 
temptuous 
elements 
in the 
country believe they have free 
rein to do what they want to 
disturb the peace. Not only do 
they want to trample on the 
rights 
of 
the majority, but 
they want to have police protec­ 
tion while they go on a rampage 
of disorderly behavior. For ex­ 
ample, when Gen. William C. 
Westmoreland received an hon­ 
orary 
degree from the 
Uni­ 
versity of South Carolina — Ills 
native 
state -• the ceremony 
was rudely interrupted. A hand- 
M of demonstrators later were 
indignant that they had not been 
protected 
in their protest by 
state police. 
Unless the disorderly protest 
minority is curbed in 
this 
country, life may become in­ 
tolerable to decent, respecta­ 
ble 
citizens 
and responsible 
businesses. The California leg­ 
islature may not be the last to 
be invaded by armed groups. 
Traditionally, this has 
been 
a tolerant country. Americans 
sensibly have realized that ev­ 
ery nation has a tiny element 
of kooks who haye to be hum­ 
ored a 
little. But there is a 
limit on just toleration. T h e 
small group of oddballs — the 
lunatic fringe 
in American 
life — cannot be allowed 
to 
ride roughshod over the laws 
or 
to create a kind of epi­ 
demic of disorder. 
This is the real danger. No 
doubt the students at Dartmouth 
College are generally good citi­ 
zens. It Is likely that the vast 
majority 
were 
caught up in 
the fever of excitement created 
by a 
small cadre of disrupt 
tionists. That's the way all 
mobs work: the few incite the 
many, and 
terrorism 
and 
tragedy results. To prevent mob 
rule in this country, on the cam­ 


pus and off, will require some 
stern leadership in public of­ 
fice, the press, the bur, and in 
the pulpit. Those 
clergymen 
who 
have Involved themselves 
In demonstrations 
bear an 
especially heavy responsibility 
for what Is taking place. They 
should 
examine their 
con­ 
sciences, and wake up to the 
necessity for upholding 
law 
and decency.
